rmoke and are also the most efficient
heat producers. These tables should
be of great Value to coal buyers.

The relation between volatile ma Her
and efficiency in coals d in .house-beatin- g

boilers is of particular interest
to people in the centra! part of the coun-

try, as in Indiana, Illinois and Iowa,
where the coals contain much volatile
matter. The volatile content of the
coal tested ranges from to 44 per
cent., and a the volatile matter in-

creases the efficiency decreases, for much
of the volatile passes out of the stack
iiiicoiistimcd. The eiiicieucy is tk) per
cent, with coal containing the least vo-

latile matter, but is reduced to 47 per
cent, for coal having the greatest amount.
The coal having the least volatile matter
Save the least smoke, IS per cent,; the
coal with the highest content, 44 per
cent., gave .'U per cent, of black smoke.

Briquets Are Smoky.
The briijsiets teste,! gave much smoke,

which wa? due to the uso of pitch as a
hinder. Experiments with various bind-

ers are now in prou'vess, a a result of
which it is hoped that the amount of
hinder needed for briquets may he great-l- y

reduced. The manufacture of briciuc;
trom lignite without any binder is also
a subject of experiment, with promise of
good results.
